CUBAN REP ALARCON QUESADA CHARGED IN SC SEPT. 17 PRES 
NIXON MASTERMINDED CHILEAN COUP AND HE FORMALLY ACCUSED 
USG OF BEING ACCOMPLICE AND "MAINLY RESPONSIBLE FOR CRIME 
COMMITTED AGAINST CHILEAN PEOPLE.” BAZAN (CHILE) STATED

DEMOCRATIC YEMEN - ASHTAL DENOUNCED GRAVE ACTS OF LAWLESS- 
NESS IN CHILE AND MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS WHICH WERE 
PAWNS OF NEOCOLONIALISTS AND "EXTENDING THEIR TENTACLES" 

TO PLUNDER DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. HE SAID SC HAD RESPONSI-

ON US AND INSULTING LANGUAGE, AND NOTED USDEL SECOND TO NONE
